The schools have been maintained thirty weeks, with one 
hundred and sixty pupils, as per report of truant officer ; boys, 
eighty-three ; girls, seventy-seven; an increase over last year 
of thirty-six; nine have been given employment certificates, 
leaving one hundred and fifty-one attending school. 

The registers show a large percentage of tardiness and days 
of absence. The Roll of Honor has fewer names than for- 
merly. 

We hesitate to assign reasons for these conditions, but know 
that teachers cannot do creditable work, and no school can 
make the progress it ought, when pupils are constantly tardy 
and absent. Parents and guardians can and should be a won- 
derful help to teachers by insisting that children be punctual. 
The change in the registers by the State Superintendent does 
not require the curriculum of the schools; hence the statistical] 
table is simplified. Minor repairs have been made on all the 
school houses; the High street house has been shingled and 
one side of the Village house. A new floor, seats and desks, 
have been put inthe Corner house, and it has been painted 
inside and out; ‘a part of the underpinning reset, a new flag 
pole and flag; the latter a present from C. H. Turner. New 
seats are needed at High Street, also a new floor. Many new 
text books have been purchased, especially the reading books, 
many being quite unfit for use, in some instances they have 
been wantonly destroyed. A condition which will obtain as 
long as there is municipal ownership of books. If the town 
could sell them to the pupils at cost, and give them to all 
unable to purchase, the supply bill would be greatly dimin- 
ished, and the town would save money, as the child would 
own its own books and would take better care of them. The 
reason is obvious. . 

Language books—Steps in English have taken tne place of 
Reed and Kellogg; Dodge’s geographies have displaced the 
Natural; two charts have been purchased to replace others 
worn out. 

There is a scarcity of good teachers, yet we have been for 
tunate in retaining some of known ability, and others, with 
out experience, have proven that real teachers are born with 
the gift to teach, which no Normal school or college can create. 

Teachers have attended institutes, bringing to the Round 
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Table Talks, interesting reports and points in school work 
which were demonstrated at the Public Session held June 27, 
at the Town Hall. 

Our efficient Truant Officer George Patten has been of 
great assistance in cases where pupils (and sometimes parents) 
have been inclined to resist the law. State truaut officer Mit- 
chell made an official visit to the schools in January; he ad- 
vised a strict enforcement of the law. 

Transportation has been given to pupils from the Island 
District to the Village; from South Road and Chester Road 
to the Corner, thus giving them the advantage and inspiration 
derived from greater numbers. 

Various means have been suggested from time to time for 
eliminating the small schools without depriving any children 
of proper facilities for obtaining a good common school edu- 
cation. ‘The most rational of these would seem to be that em- 
ployed with marked success in other states where they have 
consolidated at some central location, bringing together pupils 
enough to give them proper grading and classification, under 
the instruction of experienced teachers. 

Under the present regime, to provide our children with proper 
schoo] advantages, requires eight or nine schoo] buildings, with 
their equipments, ordinary current expenses, eight or nine 
teachers with salaries ranging from: $24 to $40 per month; 
when the cost of equipping and maintaining these schools with 
repairs, would in a short time construct and equip a building 
of four rooms or more, centrally located where the entire 
attendance of the nine schools would be better taught by half 
the number of teachers with longer terms of school. Remem- 
bering always, that the corner stone of the town, state and na- 
tion, the public school, is of primary importance and every step 
tending to its. advancement is a move in the line of progres- 
sion,with the hope that ere long the schools of Candia may be 
oremost, in that line, this report is respectfully submitted.
